klrkpatrlck, n MoOill graduate, of 'OS, 
now on the staff of the steel mill, con- 
ducted the party over the works. 

The first department visited was that 
where wire nails wore being fin out 
of wire ni an almost Incredible rate.

From 
hero the party proceeded to the depart- 
ment where bobs were being made, 
only stopping on the way Id naze with 
wonder nn the mammoth shears which 
cut through a (our by six inch steel 
bar with the greatest of case. 

In making bolls .pieces of rod of 
the rlt^ 111 size ar« heated In a small 
furnace and run into a machine, whlcli 
presses the rod Into tho form of a 
sipiare heads It takes two operators 
one to heal the rods and the other to 
teed them Into I he heading machine. 

The various departments where riv- 
ets are made were then passed through 
and the seemingly endless rows of in- 
tricate machines were inspected and 
commented on by Mr. Klrkpatrlck, who 
explained their functions. 

One department whi.ii attracted 
rpiite a considerable display of inter- 
est, was the floor on which horse 
shoe mills were being manufactured. 
Here the number of machines It re- 
quires to perfect a single horse shoe 
nail seemed ridiculously large. Some 
of the students were greatly interested 
in watching the girl operators In Mils 
department who had charge of some of 
the machines. 

Then the washing room was visited. 
Here ttir '..ib? frf wire are (lipped In 
a bath of sulphuric acid and finally 
dipped In a bath of linv? to neutralize 
the acid. 

The shipping rooms were then visited 
and this completed one of the most 
interesting trips t ho Hallway Club baa 
ever undertaken.

There are three theories to account 
for the photo-electric effect, In the 
first it is supposed thai th" elec- 
tron is in an unstable slate and that 
the energy ,.f th- radiation acts as a 
trigger in release It. Put contrary to 
Hie theory the Bpccd of ih" electron 
depends on th" radiation which is 
supposed to release it. in the second 

it Is assumed that !b" fl"i!il"lie\ of 
the electron is tin- same as that of 
Hie radiation and resonance cant"- its 
removal. This would suppose a il- 
lation to exist between the speed ot 
Hie electrons and th" Intensllj of the 
radiation which Is not the rase In 
the third, the Intcreannjies of energy 
between ether and matter ire Im 
iigincd in lake place In quanta or 
bundles of energy whose fundamental 
amount depends oniy on the frequency 
of the radiation, This theory is at 
present in process of evolution, and 
its verification rests upon future de- 
vclopmi tits.

A French vessel WUS also sunk and il is stated that a Norwe- 
gian steamer was attacked bill that French gun boals drove off the 
enemy. On account of the blockade the price of foodstuffs has 
risen in England. Il is stated thai the Admiralty has rt surprise 
awaiting the German submarine fleet. The trial of Gen. De Wet 
and the other South African rebels opened 
Tuesday.
